As his Lordſhip was now within a few Hours of Death, 
and had bebaved with ſuch ſuprizing Intrepidity during hit 
whole Confinement, I was the more particular in obſerving 
every. little Incident that happened. But though he had a 
great Share of Memory and Underſtanding, and an awful Idea 


of Religion and a future State, I could never obſerye, in his 


Gefture or Speech, the leaſt Shadow of Fear, or indeed, any 
Symptoms of Uneaſineſs. His Behaviour was all of a Piece, 
and he was the ſame facetious Companion now, 2s he was be- 
fore Sentence was paſled againſt him. Abeut half an Hour 
after Eight the Barber brought his Lordſhip's Wig, which not 
being powdered ſo much as uſual, on Aceount of its being a 
rainy Day, he ſeemed angry, and ſaid, That he went to the 
Block with Peajure, and if he had a Suit of Velvet embroidered 
he would wear it on that Occa ſion.

demand his Body, which being communicated to his Lordſhip,

When his Lordſhip had come down the firſt Pair of Stairs,

To 
Which the General anſwered in the ſame Tongue, A) Spouſe 
is ſo greatly 5 re with your Lordſbip's Misfortunes, that ſbe 
cannot bear the Shock of ſeeing yau at this Time, and begs to be 
excels He then made his Addrefles to all the Company, and 
ſet out 3 but going down Stairs, he complained of them, (the 
t Stairs) and ſaid, they were very troubleſome to him; When he 
cams to the Door, he bowed to the People, and was then put 
into the Governor's Coach; and carried to the outer Gate, 
where he was taken out of the Governor's Coach, and deli- 
vered to the Sheriffs ot the City of London and County of 
Middleſex, who conducted him in another Coach to a Houſe 
| Hear the Scaffold, which had been lined with black Cloth 
and Hung with Sconces for his Lordſhip's Reception; here he 
Was taken into their immediate Cuſtody, and all his Friends 
and Relations denied Entrance; upon which his Lordſhip in- 
ſtantly applied to the Sheriffs for the Time being, and-defired - 
that his Friends and Relations who accompanied him from 
the Tower, might be permitted to ſee him: Mr. A/fop, who 
is a Gentleman of a friendly humane Diſpoſition, cawe-to the 
Bottom of the Steps himſelf, and defired his Lordſhip's Friends 
to walk up. After we entered, my Lord thanked the Sheriffs 
for this Favour, and ſaid, It wes à conſiderable Conſolation to 
him, that his Body fell into the Hands of Gentlemen of ſo much 
Honour; and added, I will give you Gentlemen and the Ga- 
venment no farther Trouble, for I Hall make no Speech; tho 7 
nave a Paper to leave, with which you may do as you think pro- 
per. Here my Lord put his Hand in his Pocket, and celiver- 
ed n Paper te one of the Sheriffs, and then told them they 
might give the Word of Command whhkn they pleaſed, and 
added, that he was accuſtomed to obey Command, for he 
had been an Officer in the Army many Years. After this a Gen- 
tieman preſent began to read a Prayer to his Lordſhip while 
he was ſitting; but my Lerd called ond of the Warders Wo 
attended him to help him vp, that he might kneel, He then 
ſaid a Prayer by himſelf, which no body could hear, and 
turning about was again ſet down in his Chair, and ſeemed 
very chearful.

At this Mr. Sheriff iepped afide, and obſcrved to fome Gen- 


tlemen preſent,” That be had received a Warrant in tbe uſual

The firſt Thing ha ſought when he came upon the Scaffold 
was the Executioner, who was immediately. preſented to him, 
and after he bad made his.Qbciſance, my Lord put his Hand 
into his Pocket, and pulled out a Purſe, with en Guineas, 
faying, Here, Sir, is Ten Guineas for. jou, pray do hour Work 
well ; fer if you ſhould cut and hack my Shoulders, and Thou

this, he defired the Executioner to ſhew him the Axe, which 
he retuſed to do without Leave from the Sheriff; but upon 
Application, this Requeſt was immediately granted; and 
when it was brought to him, he took hold of it, and feeling 
upon the Edge, ſaid, he believed it would do. Then he roſe 
trom the Chair which was placed upon the Seaffold for him;

He then deſired all the People to withdraw from bim, ſexeept 
bis two Warders who ſupported his Lordſhip, while he ſaid a 
Prayer. After this he called for Mr. William Fraſer, his 
Lordſhip's Sollicitor and Agent in Scotland, ind holding up 
his Gold- headed Cane, ſaid, I deliver you this Cane, in tołen 
of my Senſe of your faithful Services, and of my commutiing fo 
all the Power I have upon Earth.

His Lordſhip now ealled fer Mr. James Frafer, and em- 
bracing bim alſo, ſaid, Hy dear James, I am going 1% Hea- 
ven; but you muſt continue to crawl a little longer in this evil 
World. And taking his Leave of both, he delivered his Hat 
to Mr. William Fraſer, and-defired him to take Cate that 
the Executioner did not touch any of his Cloaths. He then 
took off his Peruke, ordered his Cap to be put on, and, put- 
ing olf his Cloaths, delivered them with tits Peruke do Mr. 
Fraſer, and having looſed his Cravat, and the Neck of his 
Shirt, he kneeled down to the Black, took hold of the Cloth 
which was placed to receive his Head, and pulled it cloſe to 
him. But being placed tao near the Block, the Executioner 
deſited his Lordſhip would remove a ligtle farther back, which 
be did, and having placed his Neck in a proper Manner, he

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told the Fxecutioner he would fay a ſhort Prayer, and. then 
drop his. Handkerchief as a Signal. In this Poſture he remain - 
ed about half a Minute, and then threw his Handkerchief 
upon the Floor, when the Executioner at one Blow ſevered 
his Head from his Body, which being received in a Scarlet 
Cloth, was wrapp'd up, and together with his Body, put inte 
the Coffin, and carried in à Hearſe back to the Tower, where 
it remain'd *till Four o' Clock, and was then taken away by . 
an Undertaker, in order to be ſent to Scotland, to be depo-
